At the same time conches playvers and “root-

ers" know that In no other game do cheerius

and ltke appeals to the emotional, excitable
glde of a man's nature eontribure so largely th a vic
tory. Games have heen won by working the men Iuto
an almost bysterical state of abandon and disregard
of Injury

Tricks also fgure prominently in the winning or
losing of n game. The old hurdle plars, where n man
was allowed o fump clenn . over the opposing lne
were productive of tricks and a great deal of play
that wis not exactly clean. For lnstance, If one of
the half backs was to burdle the lne the full hack
and the other half back would run each =ide of him,
and at the proper moment the hurdler would spring
Into the nir. sTiove his feot out in front of blm, and
the men who had hold of him would hurl him stralght
at the apposing full back or whoever might be In n
position to stop him. The result was that some
piarer in the defence got the bhurller's fee! square In
the face and wae very oftep carried from the field
after one such play. Injury nlso was frequent to the
burdler, for the opposing team waounldl eateh him while
he wa< off his feot, throw himt to the ground and find
an opportonity to stamp on him.

Another occasional abuse of the privilege to hurdle
was the wearing of iﬂmlwr handles on the trousers
It was found nt the eclose of the Inst season during
which hurdling was allowed that many of the college
players who had sttalned remarkable prominence as
hurdlers had goue through the season with heavy
leather strips on the sides of thelr moleskin trousers,
one on ench side near the knee and ove at each hip
When a hurdle called for two players wonld
grasp these handles nand, picking the man with the
ball clean off his feet, throw bhim bodily over the
opposing line.  This assured a conslderable gain, for
by the tlme the man landed on the ground, If he could
g0 no further, the hiall would be declared dead before
he wns thrown back by the defence, and the required

Besldes this oiany lonjurles resulted both to the
burdier sud the men in the defence. Two Lundred
pounds of boune and muscle hurled at a man's head Is
likely to do some damoge, and when two hundred
pounds Is thrown bodlly over another man’s head It
falls with & cerash. 1t was the digcovery of the leather
haudle trick which was In o great measure responsible
for the rules prohibiting hordling.

Of course, as io every olbher game, ragging plays a
prominent part in feothdll. A man with a cool heuil
and plenty of pnerve can tantalize his opponent luto
plnying foul. Very few men break the rules delib-
erately, but fur the heat of excltement and under pres
sure It Is oot to be murvelled at that a man mny use
hls fists or jam his knee Into an oppanent

It 1= a common sight to see o playver in the oo
swing his arme Oall-like when the team is l{ned ap for
A scrimmage. This may be considered a waste of
energy, for, of course, he s not permitted to strike
the other man, but it has its effect. It ratiles the
opponent. Tnless he {2 a battered veteran he does not
know just what to expect. He Is apt to keep his eyes
on these whirling arms Instead of on the other man's
face or on the ball, It has a tantaliziog effect, and If
continued the rattled player may become so lrritated
that he will noconsclously swing his own arin and
tand a punch on his tormentor’s face. If the nmpire
goes It foul Is cnllad  Even if the oficials do 1ol
see It the player who! strock the other immediatels
loses his hend sand may become nseless.  Precision of
movement and a machinellke co-operation are essen-
tial to good football, and If a man ean destroy that In
another team his own mates bave them at a marked
disndvantage

A plarer, for Instance, will start ont to rattle the
left tackle on the opposing team, and every play will
then be directed at that left tackle, The man might
just ns well not be there when once be becomes de
woralized

Harrs Van Hoevenburg, an all-American end who
played on the Columbia University team which de
feated Princeton 6 to 5 Io 1000, tells about one of
the tricks which helped to win that game

“Princeton had an almost Impenetrable lne,” =ald
Mr. Van Hoevenburg the other day, “and althongh
wir had a stropg offence, it looked as though there
wis lttle chance of our ever making any beadway
through thelr ilne. Ours was a speedy team, Lot end
runniog I8 always more or lexs uncertain and we
could not depend upon that for n victory.

“Wlen e game was woll under way we found

that neither slde could do much through the Hne
Princeton Leld like a concrete wall, but there was
one little thing that bad deseloped which gave us

the choonee we wanted. Our men were all old at the
gawe and there was little chapce of rattlivg them
We had pleyed n hard schedule apd were all well
seusoned
